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Election/Restrictions 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-17 are currently pending and subject to restriction and/or election requirement. 

Restrictions/Species Election 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-3 drawn to a substituted azabicyclo hexane compound represented by 
the formula I. 

Group II, claims 4-7 drawn to a method of using the compound in the group I. 
Group III, claim 8-17 drawn to a method of making the compound in the group I. 
The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under 35 USC 121 or PCT Rule 13.1 because: 

PCT Rule 13.1 states that the international application shall relate to one invention only 
or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept ("requirement 
of unity of invention"). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that the unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled 
only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the 
same or corresponding special technical features. 
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Annex B, Part 1(a), indicates that the application should relate to only one invention, of 
if there is more than one invention, inclusion is permitted if they are so slinked to form a single 
general inventive concept. 

Annex B Part 1(b), indicates that "special technical features" means those technical 
features that as a whole define a contribution over the prior art. 

Annex B Part 1(c), further defines independent and dependent claims. Unity of invention 
only is concerned in relation to independent claims. Dependent claims are defined as a claim 
that contains all the features of another claim and is in the same category as the other claim. 
The category of a claim refers to the classification of claims according to subject matter e.g. 
product, process, use, apparatus, means, etc. 

Annex B Part 1(e), indicates that the permissible combinations of different categories of 
claims. Part 1(e), states that inclusion of an independent claim for a given product, an 
independent claim for a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an 
independent claim for a use of the said product is permissible. 

Annex B, Part 1(f), indicates the "Markush practice" of alternatives in a single claim. 
Part 1(f), indicates the technical relationship and the same or corresponding special technical 
feature is considered to be met when (A) all alternatives have a common property or activity, and 
(B) a common structure is present or all alternatives belong to a recognized class of chemical 
compounds. Further defining (B), Annex B, Part l(f)(i-iii), the common structure must; a) 
occupy a large portion of their structure, or b) the common structure constitutes a structurally 
distinctive portion, or c) where the structures are equivalent and therefore a recognized class of 
chemical compounds, each member could be substituted for one another with the same intended 
result. That is, with a common or equivalent structure, there is an expectation relationship and 
the corresponding special technical feature resulting from a common (or equivalent) structure 
that is responsible for the common activity (or property). 

The instant claim 1 lacks an inventive step over US patent 7,232,835. US patent 

7,232,835 teaches the same substituted azabicyclo hexane core structure as recited in the instant 

claim 1 and its use as a muscarinic receptor antagonist (abstract and table I). The compounds of 

US patent 7,232,835 differ only from the compounds of the instant claiml by the position of 

substitution. It would not be considered to be inventive to prepare position isomers of US patent 

7,232,835 to arrive at the instant invention since one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 

invention was made would be motivated to make these positional isomers based on the 

expectation that such close analogues would have similar properties and upon the routine nature 

of such position isomers experimentation in the art of medicinal chemistry. Therefore, the 
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instant claim 1 does not share special technical feature with the instant method claims and as 
such, unity between the above Groups I, II and III is broken. 



Species Elections 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

If applicant selects Group I, II or III, one specific species from substituted azabicyclo 
hcxanc compounds set forth in claim 1-2 should be chosen to be fully responsive. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features 
because they are distinct compounds which have different chemical or physical properties. In 
addition, US patent 7,232,835 teaches position isomers of the species of the instant compounds 
as stated above (table I). 

All claims are generic except claim 2. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
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limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
